2. Applicant's election of species I, Figure 3, claims 10-17, in the reply filed on 
February 24, 2005 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and 
specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has 
been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

3. Claims 1-9 and 18-21 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being.no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on February 24, 
2005.

Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
A semiconductor device comprising: 

• A leadframe with a chip mount pad having at least one slit 

• An integrated circuit chip 

• The passive surface of the integrated circuit chip attached to the mount pad by a 
polymeric material 

• The active surface of the integrated circuit chip having a Hall structure including 
current and voltage terminals integrated into the circuit 

As further described in claim 10 has not been found. 

It is further noted that the examiner's reasons are understood to be predicated 
upon consideration of each of the claims as a whole, and not upon any specific 
elements of the claims.

Goto et al (6759841) shows a Hall-Effect current detector in the form of a 
semiconductor chip mounted to a metal-made mounting plate.
